encephalogram, an electrocard­ 
iograph and a flu oroscope you are 
slipping,” Dr. Martin Fischer, of 


and irregu larities that are cau sed 
by emotion. 
There is still another set of 
symptoms that are mistaken for 
real organic heart disease and 
those have to do with shortness of 
breath 
and 
difficu lt breathing. 
Everybody knows that difficu lt or 
labored breathing, dyspnoea, as 
the doctors call it, is a sign of 
heart disease. 
Fu ndamentally it 
is du e to the need of the tissu e 
cells for oxygen. 
Shortness of Breath 
The athlete after a race is 
breathing in a labored fashion be­ 
cau se the effort of the race ha* 
cau sed his mu scles to u se u p an 
extra amou nt of oxygen and to 
accu mu late a lot of carbon dioxide. 
His heart being strong he is soon 
adju sted to a state of compensa­ 
tion. 
The weak heart mu scle of 
the heart patient cau ses the same 
condition as exertion does in the 
case of the athlete, so he is short 
of breath at rest. 
A great many people, however, 
in 
these emotional 
times find 
themselves with sighing respira­ 
tion and since this imitates the 
Labored breathing of heart disease 
they conclu de they are in that 
class. This has long been known 
as fu nctional, or nervou s, dysp­ 
noea. It can easily be distingu ished 
by any doctor, if he takes the trou ­ 
ble to examine the heart of su ch 
a person. 
In fact it can be dis­ 
tingu ished by the character of the 
breathing. 
The commonest sen­ 
sation is that the breath doesn’t 
get to the bottom of the lu ngs. 
The breathing is not exactly lab­ 
ored—there is a sighing and a 
panting type. It isn’t present all 
the time, bu t comes in spells. You 
can pu t it dowft not to heart 
disease bu t to the difficu lt condi­ 
tions of ou r time. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
lf. S.: — Please tell me of a 
remedy for an oily scalp. 
Answer: Use the following as 
a shampoo: oil of eu calyptu s—2 
parts, oil of pine needles—2 parts, 
glycerin—30 parts, soft soap—50 
parts, alcohol — 60 parts, water 
enou gh to make 1000 parti. 


F. E. C.:—Please advise how to 
treat gou t with colchicine. Is win* 
of colchicu m the same as colchi­ 
cine? 
Answer: Take a pill one-one- 
hu ndredth 
grain 
of colchicine 
every two hou rs du ring an acu te 
attack u ntil you have cramps and 
pass a large, watery stool. Then 
stop. Colchicine is the active prin­ 
ciple of colchicu m.

The electrocardiograph machine 
will tell abou t a person who has 
a heartache or whose heart is skip­ 
ping arou nd, ju st what part of the 
heart mu scle is acting u p. Bu t the 
machine doesn’t get arou nd mu ch. 
When they get throu gh u sing it 
they pu t a canvas hood over it and 
leave it in the technician’s office 
and go ou t and close the door. The 
machine doesn’t know what the 
fellow with the skipping heart and 
heartache does Satu rday night, or 
what the letters in his pocket say, 
or ju st where his son in the armed 
forces is stationed. 


Limitations of Machine* 
My old 
friend, 
Dr. Adrian 
Gibbs, and I were hitting side by 
side listening to a very learned 
lectu re by a very scientific person 
abou t a very complicated case. 
“And what wou ld you do next?” 
asked the speaker, with dramatic 
emphasis. 
“Look for the bottle 
of opiu m in the bu reau drawer,” 
mu ttered Dr. Gibbs, who has had 
a good deal of experience with 
hu man natu re. The machine can­ 
not look in a bu reau drawer. 
The present situ ation creates 
conditions that are natu rally re­ 
flected in the heart. All the pro­ 
verbs remind u s of that.

we don’t remember is that anxiety 
doesn’t resu lt always in ju st a 
sad heart. It may spill over into 
symptoms that resemble real di­ 
sease. 
You can call it angina 
pectoris if you want to and the 
machine may say angina pectoris, 
bu t it is heartache ju st the same 
and the cau se is not the coronary 
circu lation, bu t a son or hu sband 
or brother ou t on the firing line 
at Anzio or New Gu inea.

IN THIS lesson Paul came to 
Eph esus, one of th e rich est and 
most noted cities of Asia Minor. 
At th is period it was under th e 
influence of Greek civilization, and 
th e Greeks worsh iped Diana, and 
th e temple of Diana, one of th e 
wonders of th e ancient world, was 
at Eph esus. 
Th is temple of Diana possessed 
valuable lands, it controlled th e 
fish eries, and its priests controlled 
th e money of th e city. People 
brough t th eir money to th e tem­ 
ple for safe keeping, and it became 
as important to th e ancient world 
as th e Bank of England to th e 
modern one. 
A: Eph esus Paul met "certain 
disciples." and asked th em. “Have 
ye received th e Holy G h ost?” 
Th ey answered th at th ey did not 
even know wh eth er th ere was an 
Holy Gh ost. Th ey h ad been bap­ 
tized by Joh n th e Baptist or h is 
follow erg. Paul, th erefore baptized 
th em in th e name of Jesus Ch rist, 
and th ey received th e Holy Gh ost. 
Teaches in the Sy nago gue 
Paul went, as was h is custom, 
into th e synagogue, wh ere both 
Jews and Greeks came to h ear 
h im. Many were persuaded and 
believed, but some spoke evil of 
th e way h e taugh t, and h e left and 
separated th e disciples, th en went 
to th e sch ool of one Tyrannus, 
wh o evidently was a prominent 
person Th ere Paul continued h is 
preach ing for two years. 
Special miracles were wrough t 
by Paul at th is time. Handker­ 
ch iefs or aprons taken from h im 
were taken to th e sick and th ose 
with evil spirits, and th e diseases 
left th e sick and th e evil spirits 
th ose afflicted with th em. 
Hearing th is, some bad men, es­ 
pecially seven sons of Sceva, a 
Jew and ch ief priest, tried to drive 
out evil spirits, calling over th em 
th e name of th e Lord Jesus and 
saying, "we adjure you by Jesus 
wh om Paul preach ed.” Th e evil 
spirit inh abiting one man an­ 
swered th ese men. "Jesus I know, 
and Paul, but wh o are ye?” And 
th e man with th e spirit leaped 
upon th ese imposters and wound­ 
ed th em. so th at th ey ran away 
naked. 
Th is became known to Jews and 
Greeks alike, and fear fell upon 


all wh o h ad been trying to imi* 
tate Paul. Many th at believed 
came and confessed th eir evil 
deeds. 
Now' in Eph esus was a silver* 
smith 
named 
Demetrius, 
wh o 
made sh rines for Diana, growing 
rich th ereby. He called togeth er 
all men of th us craft and pointed 
out to th em th at Paul taugh t 
th at th ere were no gods made 
with h ands. If th is continued, th ey 
would be deprived of th eir liveli* 
h ood, said h e. and moreover, th e 
temple of Diana would be de* 
spised. 
So much did Demetrius arouse 
th ese people th at th e wh ole city 
was in confusion, and h aving 
caugh t two of Paul s companions, 
Gams and Aristarch us. Macedon­ 
ians, th ey rush ed th em into th e 
th eater. Paul could not get in and 
th e disciples also h eld h im back, 
certain 
ch iefs 
wh o 
were 
h is 
friends asking h im not to venture 
into th e th eater. 
Sho ut "Great Is Diana** 
Alexander tried to make a de* 
fense, but wh en th ey knew’ h e was 
a Jew th ey sh outed h im down, 
and for about two h ours th ey 
cried out, "Great is Diana of th e 
Eph esians.” Th e town clerk, h ow­ 
ever. representative of Roman 
law-, sent all th ese people about 
th eir business.-If Demetrius and 
h is men h ad a real grievance* 
said h e. th ere were courts in 
wh ich it could be tried; in oth er 
w'ords, h e would not allow mob 
law to rule, and h e also reminded 
th em th at th e city migh t h ave to 
answer for th e uproar, and h e dis­ 
missed th em all. 
Wh en it was all over. Paul em­ 
braced h is disciples and departed 
to go into Macedonia. 
All th is transpired about 53 or 
54 A. D. Th e letter to th e Eph e- 
8 ians, wh ich constitutes th e last 
part of our lesson, was written 
wh en h e was a prisoner in Rome, 
about IO years later. 
In our brief space it is difficult 
to know wh at to q uote from th e 
wonderful epistle written by Paul 
to h is friends in Eph esus. Th e 
wh ole book sh ould be read and 
pondered. Let us, th erefore, just 
q uote one small part h ere: 
"I th erefore, th e prisoner of th e 
Lord, beseech you th at ye walk 
worth y of th e vocation wh erewith 
ye are called, with all lowliness 
and meekness, long suffering, for­ 
bearing one anoth er in love; 
"Endeavoring to keep th e unity 
of th e Spirit in th e bond of peace. 
"Th ere is one body,, and one 
Spirit, even as ye are called in one 
h ope of your calling: 
"One God and Fath er of all, 
wh o is above all, and th rough a l), 
and in you all.”

12—Raising a Suit Bld 
IN CONTRACT bridge, it la 
y our desire to bid a game if a 
game can be made by y our side, 
as there is a big bonus of points 
for bidding and making a game 
which y ou cannot score by merely 
taking the trtcks. It must be both 
bid and made to give y ou that 
bonus. The same applies to bid­ 
ding a slam, to get the big pre­ 
miums for bidding and making a 
Little Slam of 12 tricks or a 
Grand Slam of all 13 tricks. 
There is only one ex ception to 
the desirability of bidding a game 
or slam, lf y our side can make it. 
That cornea when an opponent has 
bid so high that y ou reckon y ou 
can score more points by beating 
his contract, in which case y ou 
will generally wish to double him. 
Ordinarily , if y our partner has 
made a suit bid, one of the things 
y ou consider is the question of 
whether or not y ou should raise 
his bid and. if so. how high. To 
do this, y our first requirement is 
to be sure that his suit will be 
safe for y our side to use as 
a 
trump suit. That means chiefly 
that y our side should have at 
least eight cards of the suit. If it 
has only seven, the opponent* 
have six. which usually will not be 
evenly divided between the oppo­ 
nents. One will have four and the 
other two more often than they 
will have three apiece. If that la 
the cate, the play er with four may 
make a lot of trouble for the de­ 
clarer. But, if y our aide ha%eight, 
it will usually prove a safe trump 
suit. 
Since y our partner * suit bid 
has 
guaranteed 
at 
least 
four 
trump*, a total of four in y our 
hand will render the suit pretty 
safe You may then consider rais­ 
ing him, and want to know- how 
good y our hand will be in support 
of hts Here is an accurate way to 
value y our "supporting tricks'*. 
Trumps— 
(a) One for having 4 trumps, I 
each for any additional one*. 
(bl One each for ace. king or 
queen, 
ic) For chance to use them 
separately , in ruffing side suits, 
2 4 if y ou are blank in some suit, 


1 4 for a singleton, 4 for a dou­ 
bleton. 
(Add y our trump values under 
these three, never counting more 
than a total one less than y our to­ 
tal number of trumps.) 
Side Suits— 
(a) High card* Count 
14 for 
each ace, I for each king, 4 for 
each queen. 
(b) Low cards. Count sqme as 
in original bid hand, 4 each for 
first two cards bey ond the top 
three. I each for additional ones. 
Totaling these, under the head­ 
ing* 
of 
supporting 
tricks 
in 
trumps and side suits, will give 
y ou the gross number of tricks 
y our hand should be worth to y our 
partner B y adding that amount 
to 4 4 —the minimum which y ou 
should count him as having—y ou 
will reach a grand total pretty 
close to the ex act number he prob­ 
ably will be able to make In th* 
play . 
Since his bid of 1-Spade guar­ 
anteed probable ability to take a 
minimum of 4 4 trtcks—with a 
max imum as high as about 74 — 
if y our hand count* up to be good 
for at least 2 4 and contains four 
trumps, y ou can afford to give 
him a raise to two, rather than 
pass, ao that if he has a max i­ 
mum, the side won t miss a game. 
There are times, of course, when 
it is better to make a bid differ­ 
ent from a raise, but we will get 
to that later For the present, we 
are concerned with y our ability to 
raise. 
In considering a raise to more 
than two, it will pay y ou to treat 
hi* hand as a minimum, with only 
4 4 play ing tricks 
Hence, y ou 
should not jump the bid to higher 
than two unless y ou have at least 
5 4 "supporting tricks,” so that

Therefore, if the Vic­ 
tory gardener will plant some of 
the red cabbages as well as the 
w hite ones, color can be added to 
th e tab la And for a dark green 
cabbage glow the Savoy types. 
The Savoy cabbage, as illustrated 
in 
the

Garden­ 
e r aph, la characterized by crinkly 
foliage. The Savoy types are a t­ 
tractiv e m appearance, more ten­ 
der in quality, and sw eeter to the 
ta ste than any other cabbages. 
Cabbages need to be cultivated 
w ith care and an understanding 
at their root grow th. Most of the 
roots at a cabbage grow within 


the upper two inches of the soiL 
The roots also grow alm ost hori­ 
zontally T h e r e f o r e , only very 
shallow 
cultivation 
should 
be 
practiced when the plants have 
attained considerable size. 
Aa illustrated in the Garden- 
Graph, only enough cultivation 
should be done around cabbages 
tc keep the weeds down (and this 
preferable with a scuffle hoe) and 
to m aintain a dust mulch. 
Hand hoeing or hand weeding 
is usually necessary to keep the 
weeds down between the plants in 
the row. This is especially im ­ 
portant In the spring when weed 
grow th is most rem nant.

Cincinnati, told some of his fellow 
medical practitioners. 
Yes, this 
is a machine age in medicine as 
anyw here else. And machines are 
perfectly accurate. They tell the 
facts within the limitations of 
their powors. Only many devotees 
of machines don’t recognize their 
limitations. 
The electrocardiograph machine 
will tell about a person who has 
a heartache or whose heart is skip­ 
ping around, just what part of the 
heart muscle is acting up. But the 
machine doesn’t get around much. 
V\ hen they get through using it 
they put a canvas hood over it and 
leave it in the technician’s office 
and go out and dose the door. The 
machine doesn’t know what the 
fellow W'ith the skipping heart and 
heartache does Saturday night, or 
what the letters in his pocket say, 
or just where his son in the armed 
forces is stationed. 


Limitations of Machines 
My old 
friend, Dr. 
Adrian 
Gibbs, and I were kitting side by 
side listening to a very learned 
lecture by a very scientific person 
about a very complicated case. 
“And what would you do next?” 
asked the speaker, with dramatic 
emphasis. 
"Look for the bottle 
of opium in the bureau drawer,” 
muttered Dr. Gibbs, who has had 
a good deal of experience with 
human nature. The machine can­ 
not look in a bureau drawer. 
The present situation creates 
conditions that are naturally re. 
fleeted in the heart AU the pro­ 
verbs remind us of that 
What 
we don't remember is that anxiety 
doesn’t result always in just a 
sad heart. 
It may spill over into 
symptoms that resemble real di­ 
sease. 
You can call it angina 
pectoris if you want to and the 
machine may say angina pectoris, 
but it is heartache just the same 
and the cause is not the coronary 
circulation, but a son or husband 
or brother out on the firing line 
at Anzio or New Guinea. 
I spoke last week of the palpita­ 
tion of the heart, the skipped beats 


and irregularities that are caused 
by emotion. 
There is still another set of 
symptoms that are mistaken for 
real organic heart disease and 
those have to do with shortneas of 
breath and difficult breathing. 
Everybody knows that difficult or 
labored breathing, dyspnoea, as 
the doctors call it, is a sign of 
heart disease. 
Fundamentally it 
is due to the need of the tissue 
cells for oxygen. 
Shortness of Breath 
The athlete after a race is 
breathing in a labored fashion be­ 
cause the effort of the race has 
caused bis muscles to use up an 
extra amount of oxygen and to 
accumulate a lot of carbon dioxide.

themselves with sighing respira­ 
tion and ainee this instates the 
labored breathing of heart disease 
they conclude they are in that 
class. This has long been known 
as functional, or nertous, dysp­ 
noea. It can easily be distinguished 
by any doctor, if he takes the trou­ 
ble to examine the heart of such 
a person. 
In fact it can be dis­ 
tinguished by the character of the 
breathing. 
The commonest sen­ 
sation is that the breath doesn’t 
get to the bottom of the lunge. 
The breathing is not exactly lab­ 
ored—there ie a sighing and a 
panting type. It isn’t present all 
the time, but comes in spells. You 
can put it dowfi not to heart 
disease but to the difficult condi­ 
tions of our time

IN THIS lesson Paul came to 
Ephesus, one of the richest and 
m o s t noted cities of Asia Minor. 
At this period it was under the 
in flu nee of Greek civilization, and 
the Greeks worshiped Diana, and 
the temple of Diana, one of the 
wonders of the ancient world, was 
st Ephesus. 
This temple of Diana possessed 
valuable lands, it controlled the 
fisheries, and its priests controlled 
the money of the city. People 
brought their money to the tem­ 
ple for safe keeping, and it became 
as important to the ancient world 
as the Bank of England to the 
modern one. 
At Ephesus Paul met ‘‘certain 
disciples," and asked them. "Have 
ye received the Holy Ghost?" 
They answered that they did not 
even knowr whether there was an 
Holy Ghost. They had been bap­ 
tize i by John the Baptist or his 
folio*1 era Paul, therefore baptized 
them in the name of Jesus Christ, 
and they received the Holy Ghost. 
Teaches In the Synagogue* 
Paul went. as was his custom. 
Into the synagogue, where both 
Jews and Greeks came to hear 
him Many w'er* persuaded and 
believed, but some spoke evil of 
the way he taught, and he left and 
separated the disciples, then went 
to the school of one Tyrannus, 
who evidently wa* a prominent 
person There Paul continued his 
preaching for two years. 
Special miracles were wrought 
by Paul at this time. Handker­ 
chief.' or aprons taken from him 
were taken to the sick and thoae 
with evil spirits, and the diseases 
left the sick and the evil spirits 
tho** afflicted with them 
Hearing this, some bad men. es­ 
pecially seven sons of Beeve, a 
Jew and chief pnest. tried to drive 
out evil spirits, calling over them 
the name of the Lord Jesus and 
saying "we adjure you by Jesus 
whom Paul preached." The evil 
spirit inhabiting one man an­ 
swered these men, "Jesus I know', 
and Paul, but who are ye?" And 
the rn n with the spirit leaped 
upon tries* imposter* and wound­ 
ed th'm. so that they ran away 
naked 
Thia became known to Jews and 
Greeks alike, and fear fell upon 


all who had been trying to imi* 
tate Paul. Many that believed 
came and confessed their evil 
deeds. 
Now in Ephesus wa* a silver* 
smith 
named 
Demetrius, 
who 
made shrines for Diana, growing 
rich thereby. He called together 
all men of thus craft and pointed 
out to them that Paul taught 
that there were no gods made 
with hands If this continued, they 
would be deprived of their liveli* 
hood, said he. and moreover, the 
temple of Diana would be de* 
spised. 
So much did Demetrius arouse 
these people that the whole city 
was in confusion, and having 
caught two of Paul a companions, 
Gaius and Aristarchus. Macedon­ 
ians. they rushed them into the 
theater. Paul could not get in and 
the disciples also held him back, 
certain 
chiefs 
who 
were 
his 
friends asking him not to venture 
into the theater. 
Shout “Great Iv Diana** 
Alexander tried to make a de* 
fense. but when they knew' he was 
a Jew they shouted him down, 
and for about two hours they 
cried out. "Great is Diana of th* 
Ephesians.” The town clerk, how­ 
ever. representative of Roman 
law*, sent all these people about 
their business.-If Demetrius and 
his men had a real grievance, 
said he, there were courts in 
which it could be tried; in other 
words, he would not allow mob 
law to rule, and he also reminded 
them that the city might have to 
answer for the uproar, and he dis­ 
missed them all. 
When it was all over, Paul em­ 
braced his disciples and departed 
to go into Macedonia. 
All this transpired about 53 or 
54 A. D. The letter to the Ephe­ 
sians, which constitutes the last 
part of our lesson, was written 
when he was a prisoner in Rome, 
about IO years later. 
In our brief space it is difficult 
to know' what to quote from the 
wonderful epistle written by Paul 
to his friends in Ephesus. The 
whole book should be read and 
pondered. Let us. therefor*. Just 
quote one small part here: 
"I therefore, the prisoner of the 
Lord. beseech you that ye walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith 
ye are called, with all lowliness 
and meekness, long suffering, for­ 
bearing one another in love; 
"Endeavoring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace. 
"There is one body, and one 
Spirit, even as ye are called in one 
hope of your calling; 
"Ore God and Father of all, 
who is above all. and through alj, 
and in you all."

CONTRACT bridge, it la 
your 
desire to bid a game 
if a 
game 
can be made by your 
side. 
8* there ta a big bonua of points 
for bidding and making a game 
which you cannot score by merely 
taking the tricks It must be both 
bid and made to give you that 
bonus The same applies to bid­ 
ding a slam, to get the big pre­ 
miums for bidding and making a 
Little 
Slam of 12 tricks or a 
Grand Slam of all 13 tricks. 
There is only one exception to 
the desirability of bidding a game 
or slam, if your side can make it. 
That comes when an opponent has 
bid so high that you reckon you 
can score more points by beating 
hia contract, in which caae you 
will generally wish to double him. 
Ordinarily, if your partner has 
made a suit bid, one of the things 
you consider is the question of 
whether or not you should raise 
his bid and. if so. how high. To 
do this, your first requirement is 
to be sure that his suit will be 
safe for your side to use as a 
trump suit. That means chiefly 
that your side should have st 
least eight cards of the suit. lf it 
has only seven, the opponents 
have six, which usually villi not be 
evenly divided between the oppo­ 
nents. One will have four and the 
other two more often than they 
will have three apiece If that is 
the case, the player with four may 
make a lot of trouble for the de­ 
clarer. But. if your side ha^eight. 
it will usually prove a safe trump 
suit 
Since your partner’s suit bid 
has 
guaranteed at

trumps, a total of four in your 
hand will render the suit pretty 
safe You may then consider rais­ 
ing him, and w'ant to know how 
good your hand will be in support 
of his Here is an accurate way to 
value your "supporting tricks”:

May again join the Air Corps Enlisted Reserve

vlistm evt in the“Air Corps Enlisted 
Reserve is once more open to qualified 
young Americans . . . who want to win 
their wings on the “greatest team in the 
world’’—an AAF air combat crew. 


In April, thanks to the air-minded ness 
of America’s youth, the AAF’s person­ 
nel program was well ahead of schedule. 
More than enough men were in training, 
and in the Air Corps Enlisted Reserve, to 
meet scheduled quotas for combat crews. 
At the same time, the need for men in 
other branches of the army was urgent. 
Therefore, opportunities to join the AAF 
—including the 17-year-old Enlisted Re­ 
serve—were suspended. 


As the Commanding General pointed 
out, the suspension of enlistments in the 
Reserve was intended only as a temporary 
measure. Accordingly, effective June I, 
enlistments have again been opened in 
the 17-year-old Enlisted Reserve in order 
to insure a sufficient number of qualified 
individuals for training this fall. 


The AAF is a Team 


Today, the AAF is the largest, most 
powerful air force in the world. Fighting 
side by side with the planes of our Navy 
and our Allies, it has won control of the 
air in every theatre—and has carried the 
war to the military and industrial hearts 
of Germany and Japan.

That all this has been accomplished is

AAF air combat crew is more than just 
planes and men. The combat crew- is a 
team . . . the greatest fighting team the 
world has ever seen . . . with Gunners, 
Bombardiers, Navigators and Pilots fl> ing 
and fighting together, to win. 


And any young man who wants AAF 
wings should keep this ideal of teamwork 
uppermost in his mind.

If you want to fly with the AAF, you 
may apply at any AAF Examining Board 
for enrollment in the Air Corps Enlisted 
Reserve.

This means 
that you will not be called for training 
until you have reached your 18th birth­ 
day.

If you are in 
high school, you may elect to finish the 
semester you are in when you become 18. 
If you are a high school graduate, not over 
17 years and 9 months, you may elect to 
take advantage of the Army Specialized 
Training Reserve Program, which pro­ 
vides free college training for men approach­ 
ing military age. 
When called, you will first be given 
•*basic” training. During this period, you 
wiH take “aptitude” tests to determine 
whether you will be classified for training 
as Gunner, Bombardier, Navigator or 
Pilot. 


Your Place on the AAF Team 


lf you have an outstandingly high apti­ 


tude rating for a particular position, you 
may be given an opportunity to compete 
for the classification that you prefer. But 
it is important to remember that all jobs 
on the AAF team are vitally important 
. . . that air combat crews not only arc 
chosen from the very cream of the nation’s 
young men, but that each seat in every 
plane must be filled by the man best quali­ 
fied to fill it. 


Gunners go into actual combat as non­ 
commissioned officers. In addition to being 
the world’s best aerial marksmen, gunners 
may qualify as trained technicians—in 
radio, armament or airplane mechanics. 
Pilots, Navigators, and Bombardiers are 
graduated from training as 2nd Lieuten­ 
ants or Flight Officers.
